All fees required under these rules shall be paid in 
tht! form of certified check, money order or bank draft and 
pal'able to the Board. The fee applicable is determined as of 
tht! date of filing of a complete application under Rule 100. 

Fee! for Examination, Not Previously Admitted. An applicant 
taling the examination for the first time and making timely 
filing on or before October 15 for the February examination, 
or on or before March 15 for the July examination, shall 
sullmit a fee of $300. 

An application for the examination submitted after the 
tiriely filing date but on or before December 15 for the 
Fel:lruary examination, or on or before May 15 for the July 
examination, shall include a fee of $450. 

Fee for Examination,, Prior Admission. An applicant licensed 
to practice in another jurisdiction more than six months 
preceding the date of the Minnesota examination and making a 
tinely filing shall submit a fee of &#$$& $-@$Q. 

An application for examination subm?%ted after the timely 
filing date but on or before December 15 for the February

Reseat Examinations. An applicant who has previously been 
unEuccessfu1 on the examination and filing on or before 
December 15 for the February examination, or on or before May 
15 for the July examination, shall include a fee of $300 and 
conply with Rule 100E and Rule lOlD(5). 

Fee for Admission Without Examination. An applicant for

A request for transfer of 
scores pursuant to Rule 102B shall include a fee of $10. A 
score report may be obtained by submitting payment of $10 to 
the! National Conference of Bar Examiners. 

K. Co]~ies of Examination Answers. An unsuccessful applicant may 
retpest copies of the applicant's essay answers upon written 
rec[uest to the Board within 3-8 @& days of the release of the 
exz,mination results and submiss'?% of a fee of $15. 

L. Otlier Fees. For matters not covered in these Rules, the 
Dil-ector may set reasonable fees which reflect the costs of 
stz.ff time, services, duplicating, postage, etc.
